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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: 1) Applicant argues the amendment to claim 9 
requires prior art to teach clothing within the container. This raises a new issue requiring further consideration and search. 2) Applicant 
argues that alteration of the lid to fit Dumenigo is not taught. Walton et al does teach that the 

sides of the container extend above the contents to allow clearance for the lid and the sides of Dumenigo could be extended as taught by 
Walton. 3) Applicant argues that addition of ventilation holes teaches away from the use of the lid. Ventilation holes may be 
advantageous but would not be required since the platform of Dumenigo raises the sponge above the water level in the container which 
would allow it to dry out. 
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
